Hints  For  Yoang  Photographers. 

For  the  amateur  who  has  not  that  lux¬ 
ury  of  tho  photographer,  ruunlug  water, 
the  arranging  of  the  dark  room  may  be 
mode  to  suit  bis  own  convenience,  and  not 
that  of  the  water  tap.  In  the  room  devot¬ 
ed  to  photography,  the  developing  table 
should  be  placed  on  the  side  of  the  room 
opposite  the  window.  This  table  or  shelf 
should  be  low  eoough  so  that  the  operator 
may  Bit  down  while  at  work.  A  Conven¬ 
ient  size  for  all  processes  of  ordinary 
amateur  photography  Is  a  table  8M  feet 
long  by  lk  wide. 

At  each  end  of  the  table  have  s  wooden 
box  on  which  to  sot  the  polls  of  water 
when  developing  plates.  The  pall  at  the 
right  hand  can  be  used  to  rinse  the  devel¬ 
oper  from  the  plate,  and  the  one  at  the  left 
to  place  them  In  after  they  are  developed, 
until  all  are  finished. 

One  should  have  a  negative  washing 
rack,  for  after  the  plates  are  all  developed 
they  can  be  lifted  out  of  the  pall  and  the 
water  changed  without  danger  of  breaking 
the  plates  or  scratching  the  soft  films. 


Almost  every  Jewel  has  a  superstition  of 
some  sort  attaching  to  it,  and  the  blood¬ 
stone  Is  not  wanting  in  this  portion  lor.
